Third Division - 
Arrives Safely 

Huge Convoy Crosses Atlan¬ 
tic Safely. Most Important 

Element to Canadians is 3rd 

Division Section. 

A section of the third division of the 
Canadian army arrived safely in Eng¬ 
land last week-end to the great relief 
of Canadian relatives. There were 
thousands in the group, and this is be¬ 
lieved to have raised the numbers of 
Canadians overseas to 100,000. 

In addition there are men constant¬ 
ly going across from the British Com¬ 
monwealth training plan. A naval 
force of considerable size is based in 
Britain. 

About the same time that the troop¬ 
ships reached port safely, British 
authorities also welcomed one of the 
biggest convoys ever to cross the At¬ 
lantic. Valued at over $400,000,000 in 
munitions and other goods, the con¬ 
voy crossed the danger areas without 
encountering attacks. 

'The vessels with planes-lashed to 
their decks and holds crammed with 
food and war materials from Canada 
and the United States were dispersed 
off the British coast. 

Among the foodstuffs were tins of 
meat, milk and jam, tea, fish, dried 
fruits, essences, eggs, butter and 
great quantities of fresh fruit.

Attack Premier 
On War Effort 

Toronto Meeting Addressed 
. By Herridge and Other De- 
- mands Removal of King and 

Lapointe 

Following up the attacks on Prims 
Minister King which are developing as 
the major offensive on the Canadian 
front, W. D. Herridge and Lt.-Col. 
Reynolds of the Canadian Corps as¬ 
sociation addressed a mass meeting of 
2000 in Toronto recently. 

Col. Reynolds said that Prime Min¬ 
ister Mackenzie King sent a telegram 
to the late Neville Chamberlain, when 
Chamberlain was British prime minis¬ 
ter, suggesting that an announcement 
be made in the British house of com¬ 
mons that no expeditionary force was 
expected of Canada. The telegram 
was sent six 1 days befode Canada en¬ 
tered the war. Col. Reynolds said. 

One resolution declared the 'meet¬ 
ing’s will “that immediate steps be 
taken to decree and enforce total 
war” and the other demanded that 
“the King-Lapointe government be 
removed from office.” Hon. Ernest 
Lapointe is minister of justice in the 
government. 

Maj. Herridge described Mr. King 
as "a pacifist by nature, an isolation¬ 
ist by training and incompetent by the 
will of God; he is the author of dis¬ 
unity in Canada.” 

United States has banned export of 
aviation fuels any place outside the 
western hemisphere, British Empire 
and unoccupied territories resisting 
aggression.

Alberta Crops 
Show Decline 


Wheat Pool Agents From 
383 Points Report Reduced 
Prospects Last Week-End 

The Wheat Pool Budget gives the 
following summary of general condi¬ 
tions in Alberta. 

Reports from 383 Alberta Pool Ele- 
\ator agents, received at head office 
on July 26th, indicated that Alberta’:, 
wheat crop had declined another flv. 
points during last week. The figure 
of percentage of normal was 69 at the 
week-end compared with 74 the week 
previous and 91 on the same date in 
1940. Thus the current crop is 22 
points below the 1940 crop. 

Coarse grains have also suffered se¬ 
verely, oats being 29 points in percen¬ 
tage of normal under last year, bar¬ 
ley 27 points and flax 24 points below 
the 1940 figure. 

Heat and lack of moisture are the 
causes of the deterioration, which has 
spread to practically all parts of the 
province, the only exceptions being 
the irrigation districts and some few 
localities which have been aided by 
substantial local rains. 

. In the Peace River district condi¬ 
tions are generally good, but it seems 
that the yield will be below last year’s 
due to injury by heat during a recent 
week. 

In the far south there is still a pos¬ 
sibility of a better than average crop. 

Crops in west centr al Alberta de¬ 
clined sharply during the week. In the 
east central sections the areas of 
probable crop failure have widened 
considerably. Many fields will not be 
threshed. Some have been plowed un¬ 
der or cut for fodder. The feet situa¬ 
tion is causing some concern. 

Moisture would be’ of some benefit 
in all districts of the province to aid 
in filling late grain.

Post War Aims 

(Vernon News) 

Though the war is yet far from won 
by our arms, an increasing amount of 
most valuable discussion is being 
heard on all sides concerning our 
peace aims and the shape of the post¬ 
war world. 

By this discussion—in newspapers 
and magazines, over the air, and in 

public and private debate-we do 

not mean of course, the foolish specu¬ 
lation -and idle talk of early peace 
celebrations, nor do we mean what 
seems to us to be equally foolish, the 
talk of internal collapse in Germany. 
Internal revolution may well be near¬ 
er in Italy but without active allied 
support, revolutionists would seem to 
us to be far more likely to fall into the 
arms of the Gestapo than into the 
British camp. 

What we do mean is that there is 
abroad a realization, clearer now than 
ever before, that after the conflict is 
ended the world will be a very differ¬ 
ent place than that existing before 
September, 1939. 

Tbe ideal today is to say that in the 
wotld after the war, there must be no 
unemployment, bread lines must be 
replaced by payroll lines. No longer in 
this rich country, which is so quickly 
finding the money, men, and machines 
for destructive purposes, will suffer¬ 
ing and hunger be tolerated. How best 
this ideal may becarried uut is wurth, 
thinking about now.

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St. Lawrence Waterways

CJTRANGE as it may seem in time of war, the St. 

Lawrence Seaway is being seriously discussed 
again. In fact, if the agreement between Canada and 
the United States should be ratified by Congress, it is 
difficult to conceive of the Canadian Parliament’s with¬ 
holding its consent. Our debt of gratitude to the Unit¬ 
ed States for their aid in the war is too great for us to 
refuse co-operation in this project, expensive though it 
may be to both countries. Yet it is evident that the 
agreement, if ratified by Congress, will be against the 
wishes of many pprts of the country, while in Canada 
even those who would favor the development as a peace¬ 
time measure are now opposed to it as a distinct hind¬ 
rance to our war effort. 

Public apathy on public questions leads to public 
wrongs. Here in Alberta there may be a lack of interest 
in the St. Ijawrence River. The proposed seaway would 
not help us, because our export grain normally goes to 
the Pacific Coast. The power to be developed from it 
will be the property of the Province of Ontario. 

Nevertheless the seaway project, though hundreds of 
miles away, will affect the lives of Alberta-eitizens as 
surely as events in Europe and Asia are now affecting 
them. To begin with, its cost, which may exceed a bil¬ 
lion dollars, will be a charge on the citizens of Canada 
and the United States and not on those provinces and 
states which might be expected to derive some benefit 
from it. Ontario and New York are to contribute to¬ 
wards the cost of the proposed power works, but the 
navigation works are Federal responsibilties in botn 
countries. 

If the half-billion or more dollars that will have to be 
spent by Canada could be shown to be an expenditure 
for the general good of the country, sectional opposition 
would be unwise and unpatriotic. We are accepting 
heavy war taxation, unaccustomed restrictions on our 
personal liberties and a multitude of inconveniences be¬ 
cause they are ^necessary for the common good. We 
should not submit to taxation for a project that is dis¬ 
tinctly opposed to the common welfare, as the St. Law¬ 
rence scheme can be shown to be. 

Canada’s need at the moment is for the tools of war. 
We must produce more planes, more tanks, more guns, 
more shells. So must the United States, involved in the 
dual task of re-arming for national defence and giving

An Ottawa despatch says that Messrs. Power and Mac¬ 
kenzie, when they flew back from London, brought the per¬ 
sonal greetings from Mr. Churchill to Mr..King. Which 
nobody can deny, not even Mr. Churchill.. 

It was Very unfraternal of Dr. Goebbels to expose the 
fact that Roosevelt is a Free Mason. Next thing we know 
he will be telling out-of lodge who it was that gave Hiram- 
a-biff. 

From U.S. cheques payable in Canada, there was 10% 
withheld at the source, although only 5% was withheld 
from Canadian cheques payable in the U.S. lhe good 
i neighbor policy of the President adjusted it at 5% all 
round. Needing money recently Canada raised it to 15% 
and the U.S. needing money also, raised it to 1614%, so 
we gained nothing out of that venture into increased taxa¬ 
tion, especially whep we consider Canada's need for U.S. 
dollars. There is a prospect that the withholding tax in 
the U.S. will soon be boosted to 2714%, which accounts for 
increased Canadian sales of American securities.

Will Britain Invade Continent? 

Although official London is releas¬ 
ing no information on plans for' in¬ 
vading the continent, news from Stock 
holm and Finland is that a large Brit¬ 
ish fleet is operating in the Arctic. 
British naval operations round north¬ 
ern Finland would open'd line of sup¬ 
plies between Britain and Russia, and 
would also strengthen Norwegians 
who have been ' giving much quiet 
trouble to Hitler. The establishment of 
an air and naval base at Petsamo in 
northern Finland, would provide a 
good source of supply for Russia, and 
enable British forces to bomb the 
troops attacking Leningrad. 

Japanese 

Action of United States in halting 
all gas and fuel exports to Japan, is 
a most powerful economic weapon. 
This removes the last, vestige of any 
appeasement policy of U.S.A. Tokyo 
must now either abandon its plans for 
invasion of the south, or depend for 
oil reserves on the Axis to aid in 'get¬ 
ting the oil resources of the Indies. 

Japanese movements in Manchukuo 
indicate a possible attack on the Rus¬ 
sian base at Vladivostok.

MEDICINE HAT 


| While Hitler is engaged with the 
I Soviet army, and having arduous go¬ 
ing, the R.A.K. is strafing Germany 
from the west. An armada of 200 or 
300 R.A.K. planes has wrought gre'at 
destruction. They machine-gunned 
German troops and war stations in 
northern France, attacking also patrol 
vessels, and airdromes. Bombs were 
exploded on coastal bases in attacks 
which have been carried on steadily 
against Germany for the past eight 
weeks. 

Berlin was subjected to a devastat¬ 
ing attack from which bombs exploded 
with volcanic force. Kiel, Hamburg, 
Cherbourg and other military or nav¬ 
al centres are said to be shaking un¬ 
der the continued onslaught. 

Sinking of Axis supply ships, an 
Italian cruiser and other naval 
achievements are recorded this week. 

The rumor persists that Goering 
and Hitler split on the question of in¬ 
vading Russia, and that Goering has 
been demoted and is under guard by 
the Gestapo. It is said that Goebbels, 
Ribbentrop and Himmler favored in¬ 
vasion of Russia, while Geering \yas 
opposed. 

In the Ukraine 

It is reported that the Red Army is 
holding firm against the assault of 
the Nazis, who are, however, well into 
thel'Ukraine near Kiev. This Is the 
central key to the wheat, oil and met¬ 
als of the Ukraine. Grain is being 
quickly harvested to clean up visible 
wealth of food supplies in case Ger¬ 
many makes further headway. It is 
claimed by Russia that there are 1,- 
500,000 German casualties. 

In the Arctic Area 

It is said that Russian and British 
planeare co-operating from an air¬ 
craft carrier and have raided northern 
Finnish and Norwegian ports.

The Soviet claims that the Germans 
are fighting on a schedule that gives 
them only two hours sleep per day.

Educate City To Better 
Price For Farm Produce 




Leonard Nesbitt of Wheat 
Fool Says Urban Population 
Must Not Expect Farm 
Goods Below Cost 

It is a good thing that farmers 
should be given sound and accurate 
information on the latest methods in 
use in agriculture. 

They should know how to farm to 
prevent the spread of cutworms, 
grassnoppers, sawflys, Say’s bug and 
other insect pests. 

They should know what tillage prac 
tices are best to overcome soil drifts 
ing and erosion. They should know 
the best methods of killing weeds and 
copserving moisture. 

But all these things require money 
and machinery. The farmer obtains 
money from the sale of his produce— 
his grain and livestock. 

So the first step In any program 
calculated to improve farming prac¬ 
tices and farming conditions is to see 
that the farmer gets an adequate re¬ 
turn for his labor. 

The historic tendency has been to 
place secondary matters first; to flood 
farmers with a spate of expert agri¬ 
cultural information regardless of 
their financial condition. The con¬ 
tention has been that the going mar¬ 
ket price is all the farmers can expect. 

But that is not good enough for ag¬ 
riculture. • Market prices based on 
what virtually amounts to auction 
sales are too uncertain to provide a 
sound basis for a permanent and pros¬ 
perous agriculture. 

As Dean Robert Newton of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, says, the urban 
population has been accustomed to 
getting things at prices which work 
hardship on the farms. They must be 
educated to a fair relation of prices. 

W hat is the use of raising agricul¬ 
tural products for a profitless price? 
It means giving away the labor of the 
farmer and his family, and the fertil¬ 
ity of his soil. 

When the farmer gets a decent 
profit for his labor he can buy the 
necessary machinery to farm proper¬ 
ly, look after his land in such a fash¬ 
ion so as to destroy weeds and pests 
j and maintain fertility, and further¬ 
more, provide a decent living under 
modem conditions for his family. 

W'ithout a profitable price he can 
do none of these things. 

First things should be given first 
consideration. And No. 1 item is to 
provide parity prices for farm pro¬ 
ducts.

World Has Never 
Been Fully Fed 

Over and over again in these col¬ 
umns, during the past ten years, we 
have expressed the opinion, based on 
our research work into agricultural 
history, that there never has been a 
year in the whole recorded history of 
mankind when sufficient food was 
produced to feed all the people of the 
world. The problem, then, is simply 
one of a freer distribution to the peo¬ 
ples of the world of the relatively in¬ 
sufficient wheat that is available, and 
not merely one of reducing the quan¬ 
tity of wheat produced to meet only 
the man-controlled restricted demand 
which itself is the result of artificial 
and harmful governmental restric¬ 
tions to trade between countries. 

Unless Western Canada can sell 
successfully, and at a fair price, the 
amount of wheat which we normally 
raise from about 24 million acres, the 
outlook for our Western farming fam¬ 
ilies will be desperate. But the wheat 
we do produce on this acreage can, 
we believe, be sold and at a fair price, 
if such relatively free trade is permit¬ 
ted between nations as prevailed dur¬ 
ing the one hundred years, between 
1814 and 1914; a time of advancing 
World prosperity. — (Searle Grain
